I do have a couple of comments that Region 9 might want to 
consider in making a few quick edits. These are:

> 1 ) Under Scope of Work 

> 

> The scope of services for the request was to collect water samples from eleven non-potable water 

> 

> storage tanks provided by the EPA to the Navajo Nation for livestock and agricultural water. The

> samples were submitted for analysis as potable water. The storage tanks were located at six 

> 

> points in and around Shiprock, NM (Attachment 1). During the sampling, photographs were

> taken and tank descriptions were recorded.

> What does the sentence that I have red-lined actually mean. Did they send samples to a drinking water 
lab for analysis? The sentence could be interpreted maybe by some to indicate that the water was going 
to be used for human drinking water. I would suggest the sentence be deleted.

> 2) In Table 1 under the header columns, what is PCL. This needs to be defined as a footnote.

> 3) The document text states results were compared to the recreational screening values (RSLs), but 
the RSL comparison values are not included in Table 1. Suggest adding in the RSLs.

> 4) The document text states results were compared to “Drinking Water Federal Maximum 
Contaminant Levels (MCLs)”, but Table 1 header column uses the term “EPA Drinking Water Regs”. I 
would suggest changing “EPA Drinking Water Regs” to MCL, or footnote EPA Drinking Water Regs as 
defining these as MCLs.

> 5) What is Sample PPTS? Is this a trip blank? It is not mentioned in the document text. 
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> 

> 6) Why are there many analytes in the SVOC analysis that have no results reported? (e.g. phenols 
and dichloro/trichloro benzene, etc). 

> These are not show-stoppers, but might make the report a little more understandable by the general 
public.
